It seems conbtitu- 
tioually insciisiblo of temperature, for 
although hard frost may retard tho 
blossoms by making tho ground like 
iron, through which they cannot be 
thrust, they make tboir appearance si- 
multaneously with a thaw. On tho other 
band, this curious little plant will not 
respond to abnormal warmth, natural 
or appliod. You may coddle the bulbs 
111 pots nnd put them iu a warm frame 
with crocus, hyacinth, narcissus nnd 
lily of tho valley — those last will ro- 
ward you by anticipating thoir natural 
season by many weeks. Not so tho 
snowdrop. Unless tbo outside bo roully 
frost bound tbo protected flowors will 
keep exact pace with thoBQ iu tho lawn 
turf. BotiunstH do not admit tho snow- 
drop as a true native of Britain. From 
tho Caucasus to central Germany, they 
say, is its legitimate rango, but there is 
no pretty wood which has established 
itholf so firmly as u British colonist, iu 
thoHo districts, at least, where soil aud 
climate suit it. lu tho Scilly isles, 
strange to say, whore bulbous plants 
are cultivated to produce hundreds of 
tons of early blossoms, tho snowdrop 
will scarcely live, wbilo 400 miles to 
tbo north, on tho misty Atlantic hea- 
board, it spreads from garden to lawn, 
from lawn to woodland and shoots tbo 
banks with niiinio snow. — Pall Mall 
GazotUs.

These wero the only finished poems of 
Tennyson's boyhood, but when about 
fourteen or fifteen years old be com- 
menced a drama In Iambic meter which 
Btill survives. Thus he practiced him- 
self In three different meters before he 
began seriously to write or publish.

Burke once ob- 
tained a very early work and called on 
the great artist, submitting tbe work 
as that of a young student wbo sought 
advice from the master.

One 
salient feature of the Martin pnoumut 
ic tJre is that the inventor dispenses 
with the inner tube, which Is responsi- 
ble for the majority of tire mishaps. 


The Martin tire consists of a band 


built np of a road surface of thick rub- 
ber, with inner layers of fabric and 
thin coatings of rubber, the whole vul- 
canized together. This band is molded 
to an arch shape and becomes a tire In 
conjunction with the felly of the wheel, 
to which it is fastened by flanges on 
either side gripped -together by bolts 
passing through the wooden felly. 
When these _ bolts are tightened, the 
cover Is gripped on each side between 
the flanges and the felly, establishing 
an air seal, tho security of which is In- 
creased by the fact that the flanges 
and fellies are both serrated. By this 
means the tire Is held very firmly to the 
rim, and It cannot creep. 


It .will be immediately realized, there- 


fore, that it is not a handy tire to re- 
move for repairs, but the severe trinls 
to which the tire has been subjected 
during the rnns between London and 
Brighton prove that a genuine punc- 
ture is very unusual, and as there is 
no inner tube internal troubles cannot 
arise. Another strong recommendation 
!<j that it does not roll, and it is resili- 
ent.

But tho real significance of tin- 
election centered in the choice ot two 
congressmen, the democratic nomin- 
ating conventions havinK adopted plat- 
forms sufficiently anti-imperialist and 
anti-American army to satisfy Erving 
Winslow, Sixto Ijopez or a demociutic 
member of congress, while the repub- 
lican conventions adopted 
platforms 


on which that fatrc-nuoufi expansionist 
anil faturdj defender ot the American 
army, T. Roosevelt, could btand with 
out slipping. The congressional con-

How tho Precious Stones Arc Extracted 


From tlio Slid In—lufluencca Thut Tend 
to Waste In Gathering; tl:<? Gems—Colors 
and Shapes. 
George P. Kuuz, thoniiu-'ralogipt and 


gem expert, has given much attention 
to American pearli;, nnd ho tcld a re- 
porter muuy facts of interest concerning 
tho freeh water varieties. The rivers 
and lakes of tho United States are, he 
says, inhabited by several hundred 
species of bivalves called by the general 
tarm of naiades, all of which bear 


I pearls, cfteii of great size and beauty. 
Of these naiades the most oonimou typo 
is tbo tinio, or ordinary river mussel. 
Tho whole Mississippi basin teems with 
these mollusks nnd the forms there aro 
for the most part distinct from those of j 
tbe Atlantic watershed and of tho old 
world. All of the uuios havo on irides- 
cent inner coating to their shells, but 
there is a wide variation in color, rang- 
ing through tints of piuk, purple nud 
brown. Tbo colors of tho pearls depend 
upon the tint of tbo shell lining. 


A pearl is rnado up of carbonate of 


lime, intermixed with layers of animal 
matter. It is supposed that each one has 
for a nucleus some particle of foreign 
matter which has become inserted in 
the shell, and which irritates tho mol- 
lusk until it succeeds iu foriniug over 
it a coating, which is constantly being 
thickened. Thus the poarl grows, nud 
if removed before it is "ripe, "as tbo 
pearl seekers say, much may be sacri- 
ficed in point of size and consequently 
of value. 
It is advisable, says Mr. 


Kuuz, to search every creek aud river 
where limestone is tho characteristic 
rock of tho country, since tho mussels 
usually secrete pearls under this geolog- 
ical condition. Since it is possible tc 
open thousands of mussels without find- 
ing a Einglo stone 'of value, tho pearl 
Ushers learu to know from their outside 
appearance what specimens aro likely 
to^rovo worth tho trouble. The lii^ 
pearls aro contained in old, distorted ant 
diseased hhells. Odd protuberances of tei: 
mark the location of tbo gem inside, 
which, by drawing all tbo uuimal'h 
forces for its bustenauoc, has weakened 
tbo .shell at that part and caused it to 
become deformed. 


Besides being of many color?, tbe 


fresh water pearls show n wide variety 
of shapes. Many aro perfectly globular, 
while others are formed like cartridges, 


buttons and evou take tho raoro 


fanciful aspects of feathers or lishliko 
creatures. Pearls havo been found which 
iu tint, size and general appearance 
were precir-ely like n drop of molten 
copper. Tbo white pearls are still most 
prized for general use, although those 
of other tints aro of ten really handsomer 
and havo become quite popular iu this 
country. 


Somo of the earliest American pearls 


came from near Waynesville, O., $:j,OCO 
worth boins collected in that neighbor- 
hood during tho pearl excitement of 
1&78. Largo and valuable pearls from 
mussels havo been oL<?.incd in New Jer- 
sey, but tbo streams there havo not been 
productive in recent years. It was in 
18o7 that tho "queen pearl" was found 
at Notch Brook, near Pateroon. It is 
round, has a beautiful Ivifter, weighs 
93 grains and r.icasures about live- 
eighths of au inch HI diameter. It was 
sold to the Empress Engeuio of Franco 
for $2,500. There was great excitement 
after this discovery, and thousands of 
mussels wero destroyed in further ro- 


j searches. A largo round pearl weighing 


400 grains, which, Mr. Kunz says, 
would doubtless havo boon tbo finest of 
modern times, was ruined by boiling 
open the shell in order to extract it. 


Early in tho summer of 1889 some 


magnificent pearls wero found in rivers 
aud creeks in various couufciod of Wis- 
consin. More than §10,000 worth wore 
eent to New York iu three months. In 
color they were principally copper red, 
purplish red and dark piuk. The "pearl 
fever" in Wisconsin raged violently iu 
1S90 and 1891. Hundreds of men, wom- 
eii aud children flocked to tho creeks, 
the men and boys assuming the task of 
getting tho mussels out of the water, 
while the women and girls opened them. 
From 1 to 50 pearls wero often found 
iu a single shell. After a timo the 'Wis- 
consin streams seemed to bo worked out, 
and the fishing grounds changed. At 
present tho chief pearl producing states 
are Kentucky, Teuuessee, Texas aud 
Arkansas. 


The pearls aro usually found by farm- 


ers, who hunt for them in tbeir spare 
time, or by unemployed country vil- 
lagers, who are looking out for some 
method of making money quickly with- 
out too much hard labor. The destruc- 
tive mode of pearl fishing which pro- 
vails in this country is responsible for 
the fact that rich streams soon become 
exhausted. 
Mnssels are destroyed by 


tho bushel, aud in the baste of tbe pearl 
seekers sufficient time is not taken to sort 
them over first, pick out those which 
promise rewarda and throw the others 
back into tho water. In Sasouy and Ba- 
varia tbe pearl fishers have instruments 
by means of which they can open u 


Plucking lb» Bird* — Fewer 
Ueed Now Thitn Formerly. 


"Tho feathtrs aren't alive, but the 


geese they wero plucked from were," 
said a duulcr in live geese feathers. 
"And tho goose they were plncked from 
never once squawked nor squeaked dur- 
ing tbo operation, Not because it didn't 
hurt tho geese, though, [t hurts u goose 
like tho mischief to pull its feathers 
out, bet the reason a goose doesu't boi- 
ler uud mako a fuss over it is that it 
doesn't seem to know enough. A goose 
will squawk and clatter and cackle as 
if it wero suffering more agony than a 
horse with tho colio just at tbe sight of 
a person, but if you cover it up aud 
pelt it with stones it .seems to forget 
that it has a voice aud will take all the 
punishment you give it without utter- 
ing a bit of protest. 


"Never" saw a goose plucking, eh? 


Well, it isn't a sight that would give 
you much pleasure. Ou the day set for 
stripping geese of tbeir feathers they 
are enticed into seme airtight outhouse. 
The pickers, who are always women or 


iris, go among the geese with their 


heads and faces entirely covered with 
hoods fastened round tbe ueck with a 
shirr string. There are holes for the 
eyes, and also little holes at the nose 
for fresh air. 


From the *eck down the picker is 


covered with a glazed muslin garment, 
to which no feathers cr down will ad- 
here. Tho pickers sit on low stools 
around a largo aud perfectly dry tub. 
There is generally a man or boy in tho 
neighborhood who is au expert at get- 
ting tho get«o ready for picking. Every- 
body can't do that. Tho wings of tho 
goose havo to bo locked together by a 
peculiar arrangement of them near tho 
shoulders, and while tbo wings aro not 
tied or fastened iu auj other way the 
lock is such that no goose can opcu it. 
Tho fowl's feet aro tied together with 
broad bands of soft muslin or ilaunul. 
When a goose is thus made1 helpless, it 
is taken upon tho picker's lap, aud she 
plucks tho feathers out rapidly, but 
with such nkill that she seldom breaks 
tho skin or causes blood to flow. Feath- 
ers fill the air during tho procChH of 
plucking, but all settlo gradually down 
into tbo tub at last. 


"Before beginning on a gnobo tho 


picker brushes the leathers tho wrong 
way, 
expohiug tho skiu. An expert can 


tell at a glance by tho color of tho skin 
whether she must exercise more than 
ordinary caro in plucking it, or whether 
it is not better to let tho gooso go with- 
out plucking at that timo. In every case 
tho picker must bo careful and not 
pluck tho feathers too close under tho 
wings. If a gooso has been improperly 
picked ia that respect, tho wiugy will 
droop and drag on tho ground. All 
through this process of yanking thu 
feathers out of a goose's body not a 
sound of complaint or cry of pain is 
heard from tho goose. It submits to the 
torture with a silent solemnity that 
would bo laughable if it wore not for 
tbo evident fortitude of tho fowl that 
goes with it. 


"It is necessary that tho feathers 


should bo takcu from live geese—that 
is, if tbo comfort and plensnroof people 
wiio must luive feather beds and pil- 
lows are to bo studied. Drud feathers 
aro no better than hntks and uro un- 
wholesome. But there isn't a poir.id of 
lu.ithtrs used today where fiO poutid-s 
were tome years ago. Ablbiua and hay 
lover have done a great deal to Jesbrii 
the demand for feather beds and pil- 
lows, for it was discovered a few yours 
ago that feather bedsj aud asthma loved 
to coiihort, and that nothing would 
start au asthmatic to wheeling MJ quick- 
ly and positively as a couch of gce.se 
feathers would. Tho discovery spread, 
and the patient and uncomplaining gonso 
owes a great deal of its latter day com- 
fort to tho asthma."—New York Suii.

SawduKt Explosions In Water. 


Who ever heard of sawdust explo- 


sions? They are common enough in 
Canada. Navigation on tho Ottawa riv- 
er has been seriously impeded at times 
by explosions of sawdust. Quo would 
hardly suppose that sawdust dumped 
into the river would in course of time 
reiorm itself into a, gas generator which 
would keop the surface of tho btream in 
a coiibtant state of upheaval. But it is 
true to such an extent that small boats 
have been capsized and large vessels 
injured by the submarine convulsions. 


The bottom of the Ottawa river is 


covered with a deep layer of sawdust 
dumped there by the lumbermen who 
havo carried on their log cutting indus- 
try on its banks and tributaries for 
years. The dust, becoming water soaked, 
&inks to tho bottom and in tho conrso of 
time rots anrl generates a highly ex- 
plosive gas. 
Tho latter rises to the 


surface, each bubble being joined or re- 
enforced by other bubbles on tbo way 
up. Contact with air seems to bo as de- 
structive as touch flro to thifi gap, and 
tho moment tho surface is reached it 
explodes with a- loud report. Legiblatiou 
may iu time do away with the annoy- 
ance, but even if no more sawdust is 
thrown into tho stream henceforth the 
millions of tons already there will take 
a long timo to work off thftr gas gener- 
ating qualities.—Denver Republican.

peared before the convention in be- 
half of tho petitioners. He requsted 
that the names of. the signers of the 
of the petition be announced and the 
mavor read a long list of names 
of 


well-known citizens and stated that 
the number of petitioners was over 
one hundred and fifty, and that 
all 


were of the same character as those 
whose names he had read. 


Mr. Langdon then said: 
"I am have been requested to ap- 


pear before this convention as the rep- 
resentative of the signers of the peti- 
tion you have heard read. It is not nec- 
essary to enlarge upon the excellent 
character of the petitioners and the 
prominence of the positions which they 
hold in this city, for the names read 
by Mayor Fender are well-known to 
all of you. As we understand it, the 
Eddy will leaves to the city of Ports- 
mouth the sum of $30,000 for the pur- 
pose of erecting an equestrian statue 
of Gen. FiU John Porter. 


"Mr. 
Eddy died some years ago. A 


few years later Gen. Porter also died, 
and a model for a statue made 
by 


sculptor J. K. Kclloy ha's been strong- 
ly recommended by Gen. Porter's fam- 
ily to the Portsmouth city government. 


"Mr. Kclloy. so wo are told, made a 


death mask of Gen. Portor and some 
important measurements, shortly be- 
fore the latter's death and 
IB there- 


fore In a bettor position, so 
It 
is 


claimed, give us a lifelike presentation 
of the late Gen. Porter than any other 


Jy as good, a statue as any other sculp- 
tor, and that if it is proved that he can 
do so after thorough examination of his 
work and of his standing in his pro- 
fession, and after the examination of 
models by other sculptors, ,he should 
certainly be employed. The petition- 
ers have no special sculptor In mind 
and although they desire that some 
high authority on matters of this kind 
be consulted, they have no preference 
in the matter of the particular author- 
ity to be considered. The Boston Art 
commission has been sugested as a 
competent authority on such matters, 
but the petitioners have no predilec- 
tion for the Boston or for any other 
commission. 


"Thirty thousand dollars is a large 


sum to expend for statue and it is amp- 
ly sufficient to induce the best sculp- 
tor in the country to give us his best 
work. 


"We have an oppurtunity to secure 


a statue which will be an ornament 
to our city for many years. We may 
never again have such an oppurtunity. 
The people of Portsmouth, their chil- 
dren and their grandchildren will be 
obliged to look at this statue every 
day, and we want the best work that 
can be secured. 


"There is not a single man on the 


Porter statue committee, there is prob- 
ably not a person in this city, com- 
petent to judge of the merits of a mod- 
el submitted to their consideration. 
This is no discredit to our people, for 
they have never 
been called upon 


to acquire expert 
knowledge 
upon 


such subjects. However, we want the 
judgement of experts on this subject 
dud we want those experts to have the 
oppurtunity to pass judgment on mod- 
els submitted by more than one scujp- 
tor. 


"The people whom I represent have 


no desire to antagonize any one. It 
is no spirit of opposition which ani- 
•nates UP. We simply wish to secure 
*'or the money we are to expend the 
best statue obtainable and we do not 
consider the wishes of the Porter fam- 
ily alone sufficient to induce us to em- 
ploy Mr. Kelley. 


"People with whom I have talked, 


who have some knowledge of sculpture 
say that it is the spirit and the sug- 
gestion of life in a statue rather than 
the exact truth to detail that makes 
it valuable and beautiful. The exact 
measurements of the parts of the face 
are not matters of any great import- 
ance. 


"I am greatly obliged to you gentle- 


men tor your attention." 


Mayor Ponder, chairman of the Por- 


ter statue committee, having called 
alderman A. H. Adauns to preside over 
the convention, replied to Mr. Lang 
don as follow*: 


"I have not been thinking a great 


deal of late. I know that the sum of 
$30,000 for the erection of a statue 
of Gen. Porter was left to the city of 
Portsmouth. I wish to emphasize the 
statement that Mr. Eddy left this large 
sum for a statue of General Porter. 
He wanted this statue to look like the 
general. General Porter knew of this 
bequest and two years 
beiore 
his 


death Mr. Kelley got up a model for 
a statue, which was submitted to Gen. 


• Porter and approved by him. It takes 
at least a year to decide on a model 
for a statue of this kind. General Por- 
ter knew this, and for this reason in- 
duced Mr. Kelley to make a model 
Gen. 
Porter himself wrote two letters 


to Mayor Mclntire recommending Mr, 
Kelley's model. 


"The statue committee has received 


several strong recojnmendations from 
disinterested parties of Mr. Keiley' 
work. We have unanimously decfdec 
to accept his model and have notified 
him of this fact, and the contract is 
now in Mr. Kelloy's hands. 


"Regarding the art experts of Bos 


Ion, I wish to read a clipping trom i 
reliable paper quoting the words o 
Mr. Brooks Adams a well-known gen 
tlernan of Boston, and a member o 
the famous Adams family." 


The clipping read by Mr. Fender con 


tained a sarcastic reference to and a 
rather savage attack upon the Boston 
Art museum. 


Alderman Wood at once rose to hi 


feet, and having secured permission 
read a letter from Mr. Adams denying 
all knowledge of the clipping in ques 
tion: 


Mr. Pender then read a letter fron: 


F. Edwin Elwell, an attache of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of art, praising Mr. 
Kelley's work in the strongest terms. 
Mr. Pender stated that this letter was 
written without any solicitation on the 
part of Mr. Kelley. 


A general discussion next ensued, in
